THe Brief does not contain a copy of either piece of evidence. The Brief lacks the required statement re the evidence: 
it does not include any indication as to where in the record the Hollstein reference was entered by the examiner. 
Whereas applicant argues that the Hoflstein reference is non-essential subject matter, it is nonthefess evidence that 
must be properly and timely entered into the record. Moreover the Brief appears to refer to a (partial) translation which 
has not been entered into the record. The plain reading of 37 CFR 41.37 and 41.33 provides no exception for evidence 
related to "non-essential subject matter". Furthermore. Hollstein is not incorporated by reference - thus the specification 
does not contain the subject matter that Hollstein contains.. Still further, it is clear that any evidence submitted haslo 
be in a language that the Examiner and the Board can understand. Any Brief that contains reference to Hollstojn jfuiii 
be held to be defective. It is welt settled that Appellants cannot withold relevant evidence from the Office uftil^ 
appeal- and expect to have it considered - with good showing as to why it is necessary. 
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
